nations. The Agreement isin sixarticles, and it 
provides that if either power in threatened by the 
aggressive action of apother or by disturbances, 
it shall be edmissable for either to take measures 
to safeguard its interesta.' The contracting 
parties will maintain strict neutrality, even 
should either become involved in war with 
ancther Power, Lut will come to one anothers 
assistance in the event of being opposed by more 
than one hostile Power. Neither country will 
make any separate arrangement with another 
Power prejudicing the above, and whenever its 
interests are in jeopardy the two governments 
will communicate with one another fully and 
frankly. The home papers are in a chorus of 
satisfaction (which is echoed in the Anglo- 
Chinese Press) and declare that no power can 
reaso4ably object to the agreement. Tho Con- 
tinental papers, recognising that the agreement 
is directed at Russian aggression, regard it as 
simplifying the situation.

In the multitude of councillors tnere is apt 
to be silliness, especially if it be in the in- 
terest of one or more of them to play the 
fool. Some such interpretation we must 
place on the recent conduct of the Ministers 
of the various Powers assembled in Peking. 
Perhaps the most silly, however, of all the 
sillinesses—and they aie many—being en- 
acted in that metropolis is the assumption 
that there is amongst the body of Ministers 
there assembled w thing which they call a 
“Concert.” From the very beginning this 
supposed concert has been the fruitful 
source of nearly every trouble and indignity 
to which we have been subjected in’ our 
imfercourse with the Chinese Court, and it 
still remains as a stumbling-block in the 
wiy of every attempt to return tothe region 
of good sense: This blind following of the 
blind, which it might have been supposed 
recent evenis had been sufficiently grave to 
have dissipated, is stil} the rule in Peking, 
and we see being re-enacted in the Yamens 
of the city the identical blunders which 
hronght. on the events of 1900. We of 
course refer to the extirmordinary scenes 
whieh marked the receptions of the Ministers 
and their wives by the intrading Dowager 
Tsui, and which have, not unnaturally, 
heen accepted by the Dowager and ber 
entonrave as a complete condonation of all 
the crimes of the Regency. That it snits 
the vame that. Russia has been playing as 
the protector of abuses, who came at the 
eleventh hour to save the prestige of this 
wretehed woman, who has amidst the grmo- 
ing applinse of more than one Power on the 
Continent been strntting throngh her pzurt 
in the farea of “China Partitioned,” is so 
evident on the surface that we should have 
hardly thought if, necessary to mention the

THE FUTURE OF WEIHAIWEI. 


——_g-——_—_- 
(Daily Press, 13th February.) 

The stntemeit made by the Earl of 
Onstow in the House of Lords, of which a 
summary is given us by REuTEr, concerning 
the future of Weihaiwei is of considerable 
interest. There have been so many reports 
and, rumours as to the intentions of His 
Majesty’s Government with regard to this 
the latest Colony and newest Ultima Thule of 
the British Empire, that it is satisfactory 
to learn definitely from a Minister of the 
Crown that it is not to be given back to 
China nor yet to be presented to another 
Bower. The last rumour was that the 
Colony was to be handed over to Germany, 
presumably becanse she already has one 

port in Shantung and claims that province 
us her special sphere of influence in China. - 
a claim that at one time Great Britain ap- 
penred only too -rendy to acknowledge. 
Now, however, that Germany desirns to set 
up a claim to influence in the Yangtaze 
Valley and her Press seems bent on arousing 
a feeling of hostility to the Fatherland 
throughout the British Empire, it is quite 
possible that the British Government do 
not so clearly sec ther way, to abandon 
Weihaiwei to our good cousins. But there

‘the Imperial Government have evidently 
decided that Weihniwei will neither be use- 
ful for a place of arms nor as a recruiting 
ground for the garrisons of the coaling 
stations, ‘Ihe Chinese Regiment is to be 
disbanded, and al Polive Foree, to be raised 
locally, will be made responsible for the 
defence} of the port as well as for the pre- 
servation of order. We do not regret to 
hear of the disbandment of the Chinese 
Regiment. It is stated that they fought 
well for the most part during the hostilities 
in(@hibli, but, as we have always maintained, 
Chinese are not the best muterial wherefrom 
to make soldiers, and least of all for service 
in China. Whilst India offers so fine a re- 
eruiting yround and yields so much good 
material, we fail to see any good reason why 
recourse should be had to a foreign tountry 
for troops. At the best they would be mer- 
cenaries—with all the worst faultsof hirelings 
—whereus the Indian soldiers fight under 
their own flagand do so as willing volun- 
teers. The policy of withdrawing all the 
garrison from Weihaiwei may well he ques- 
tioned. The Chinese Regiment = should 
certainly be disbanded, but a small garrisen 
of Marine Artillery and Tight Infantry 
should be retained there, or replaced hy 
half a ‘battalion of infantry, Not only 
would they be available for local defence 
purposes but in case of need, suck as an- 
other outbreak at Tientsin, they would be 
very handy for quick despatch to the assis- 
tance of the residents in that rather 
turbulent port. Moreover, it is politic to 
maintain a military force in any Eastern de- 
pendency, however tractable the natives may 
seem; therwise there is nn ever-present 
temptation to acts of rebellion or mutinous 
conduct. The policeman, ns the representa- 
tive of authority, is very generally obeyed 
and held in awe—so long as he is not a 
native—but. it is always prudent to let it be 
apparent that there is another and stronger 
power behind him. We hope therefore 
that His Majesty’s Government will not 
trust entirely to the administrative ability 
and wisdom of the Civil Commissioner, who 
should be backed up in his governmeut by 
at least a sufficient garrison to sustain the 
dignity of the British flag and rule.

The Viceroys censure 
“ the said Commissioner of Customs” for 
taking on himself to appoint foreign officers 
in the interior without the Grand Council’s 
permission or the consent of the provincial 
auiborities. ‘Of late Hart, making the 
‘payment of the War Indemnity his 
excuge, has brought within his control the 
native Customs and also desires to en- 
eroach upon dther Customs departments 
and bureaus. | He now orders-his Customs 
Commissioners to go into the interior to 
extend the Inland Courier Post. Tn a 
“sor his intention is to drive into his one 
“ net the whole of the revenues of China 
“and acquire the supreme control over 
“thom.” These ambitious designs are de- 
clared to be indeed dangerous to the State - 
and 1o threaten to bring China entirely 
under the control of foreign-born officials, 
Affairs beiug urgent, advise Viceroys 
Tru and Cuana, Sir Roperr Harr should 
be informed that the Tmperial Customs will 
only be allowed to control the Post in the 
treaty ports and that interference with the 
provincial authorities is not feasible; 
should it be necessary to extend the Inland 
Courier Post, the local officials should be 
the ones to start the new branches. Finally 
the Viceroys state that,,in addition to 
instructing the Hankow Customs to argue 
with the Commissioner on the subject, 
they have further sent orders to the various 
local officials not to issue the proclamations -. 
requested. There can be no doubt trom 
the terms of the telegram (which, it may 
be remarked, appears only in the Supao) 
that a vigorous attack on Sir Ropurt Hart 
is intended. Assuming, therefore, that the 
genuineness of the document is unques- 
tioned, the action of the two enlightened 
Yangtsze officials requires explanation. 
The North-China Daily News suggests that 
it is prompted partly by jealousy at the 
granting to Sir Ropert of the title of 
Kung-pao, or Junior Guardian of the Heir- 
apparent, as recorded by ns some time ago. 
This seems likely, but it is also natural, in 
n way, that if the Tnspector-General has ' 
actually taken jthe alleged step without con- 
sulting the Tmperial authorities, patriotic 
1 Chinumen, as |Cnano Cutn-tuxe and Liv 
Kune-y1 undoubtedly are, should resent 
‘the step. Nevertheless the ultimate ad- 
vantage to China is/ great, and it is to be 
trusted that the cite may be smoothed 
over.

We publish in another column a Memo- 
randum for Householders, just issued by 
Dr. Francis Cuarx, the Medical. Officer 
of Health, containing a list of precautions 
necessary against plague, etc. This) we 
trust will be carefully read by all house- 
holders in the Colony and its recommenda- 
tions carried out to the fullest possible 
extent. It is, of course, unfortunate that 
precaution 4 in the Memorandum ehould at 
the present moment be impossible for some 
‘people, except at an expense which they 
cannot afford, and difficult for a‘very large 
number to take. It is indeed an unbappy 
coincidence that, in the first year in which 
we are making earnest endeavours to pre- 
vent, rather than have to cure, an epidemic 
of plugue, that most important safeguard 
of public health, a plentiful fresh water 
suppy should be lacking. .Thp improvidence 
of our predecessors is troubling us sorely, 
‘and the warring which is furnished for our 
own guidance in the matter of water supply 
is one which cannot be neglected. But, to 
return to the subject of the Memorandum 
as whole, we hope that it is to be circulated 
in Chinese as well as in English, for though 
the Chinese are notoriously hard people to 
convince in matters of sanitation, no endea- 
your can be dispensed with to set them 
on the right path to a healthier manner 
of life. We need not go into the fletails of 
the Memorandum, as its full text is 
published by us elsewhere, but we may point 
out how strongly it insists on the danger of 
vermin in the house, or coming in from 
other buildings, conveying the intection. 
The remarks at the Sanitary Board meeting 
on Thursday with regard to the suscepti- 
. bility of cats to plague will come as a shock 
to most people, we imagine. Nevertheless,’ 
_ it may be supposed that, while plague is not 
actually in the Colony, cats serve an useful 

end by keeping down the more susceptible 
rats aud mice. ‘Traps and | oison, however, 
are the methods advocated by the Medical | 


Officer of Health for destroying the vermin. 
The other main precautions necessary are 
attention to the rooms and drains, the. 
plentiful admittance of air and light, anil 
personal cleanliness. Such measures natur- 
ally suggest themselves to all l-uropeans 
who are nccustomed to live decently, but | 
still a reminder of their paramount import- 
ance is in no way superfluous. The ‘final | 
recommendation is on the subject of inocula | 
tion, which is urged on those who live in 
infected houses or districts. To facilitate 
this the prophylactic is kept at the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital and the Sanitar} Board 
_ office, where inoculation will be j-crformed, 

-presumably, free of charge; or those that 
desire it-may be treated by their own 
medical adviser, 

This Memorandum deserves the utmost 
attention. It is to be hoped that with the 
aid of its advice, even if we are so unfor- 
tunate as to be visited by plague this year, 
narrow bounds may be set to the infection. 
It should inspire confidence in the residents 
_ of Hongkong to see a strong and vigorous 
_ policy at lust adopted bj the authorities. 
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THE WATER FAMINE. 


(Daily Frese, Tah ‘ebruary.) 


The intermittent system of water supply 
for the Cityand Hill District was introduced 
on the 11th of November, so that Wednes- 
day marked the comuiencement of- the 
fourth month of short rations. When the 
Director of Public Works took the step of 
eurtailing the supply, it was calculated that 
there wns then sufficient water in the 
reservoirs to give twenty-six weeks’ half- 
supply, there being on that basis enough to 
last until about the middle of May next, 
“by which time next year’s rains may safely 
be relied upon.” At a meeting of the 
Sanitary Board on the 23rd ultimo, Mr. 
Epwarp Ossorni drew attention to the 
shortage and asked whether any steps were 
likely to be taken fur supplying water as 
had been done some years ago, when we had 
a similar drought and when lighters were 
employed in brinzing water from the Canton 
River, pointing out that down in the 
East Point direction Chinese were not. able 
to get water at all from the hydrants and 
that dwellers on the Caine Road level 
complained of being-unable.to yet a supply 
except by fighting for it over the hydrants. 
In reply to this question, the- Director of 
Public Works stated that it was hoped that 
it wonld not be. necessary to resort-to the 
method suggested by Mr. Osporneg, as they 
had (on:the 20th) fully nine weeks” supply 
in hand, and arrangements had been made, 
besides, to curtail still further the service 
by disconnecting the shipping and building 
supplies and cutting off the amount 
previously devoted to the disinfecting 
operations; but, he added, if experience 
showed it to be necessary to have recourse to 
the method proposed, it would be adopted. 

Surely it is time that the authorities did 
adopt the propésal—a proposal, be it re- 
membered, which is not new and untried 
but which his previously been carried into 
effect with satisfactory results. ‘The water 
returns published in our yesterday’s issue 
show that there were in-the Island’s re- 
servoirs on the Ist of February, 91,486,000 
gallons as compared, with 255,648,000 
gallons at the corresponding period of last 
year. At the estimated rate of consumption 
cf ten gallons per head per day by a popula- 
tion numbering approximately 221,300, this 
supply should. suffice for forty-one days, or, 
roughly, six weeks from Ist February and 
four weeks from. to-morrow, wheréas ac- 
cording to Mr. CuatHam’s statement at the 
Sanitary Board we should have five weeks’ 
supply in hand from to-morrow. There is 
thus a whole week’s supply unaccounted for. 
It is notorious that there is throughout the 
local system a considerable leakaye, which 
must of necessity assume greater volume as 


‘the ground becomes more parched. Ulti- 


mately this escape of water will have to be 
overcome, cost what it may, and we under- 
stand tit already operations of a curative 
character are in progress; but in the mean- 
time a temporary remady is required and it 
Ties at the bands of the authorities in the 
shape of Mr. Osporne’s proposal. In addi- 
tion to the chronic grievance regarding 
shortage, there are now.i) many quarters— 
especially on the higher levels—complaints 
that the water, being obtuined from taps is 
highly coloured and obviously impure ; and 
this in despite of the Analyst’s periodic 
re)orts to the contrary. Water is already 
being sold on the higher levels—water pro- 
cured from all sorts of crannies and 
rivulets, which, notwithstanding, b-use- 
holders are glad to get. It would be in-

PRECAUTIONS T.) BE TAKEN IN EVERY 
HOUSEHOLD. 

1. All rats and mice should be destroyed. 
Householders should therefore set traps and 
placy rat poison where rats are most generally 
seen. Rats caught in traps should have carbo- 
lic acid thrown on them, and tbe traps should 
then be taken up, azd placed in a pail cantain- 
ing carbolic acid and water.’ Dead rats should 
have boiling water or carbolic acid or other 
disinfectant thrown on them and shuld not be 
handed. Tha finding of dead vats in any pre- 
mises should be reported to the: Medical Ufficer 
of ILealth, who will have them removed. 
Where there is any available open space they 
may be coverad up with tarand burnt. Strong 
crude carbolic acid shou'd be poured down any 
yat-ruus disvevered, and the holes stopped up 
with broken glass. Buildings intested with 
rats should be reported to the Medical Officer 
of Health, who will send rat-catchers with the 
necessary: appliances. “ 

-2. No discarded food should be allowed to lie 


kept in a covered basket, into which a small 
quan! ity of a solution of crude carbolic avid or 
chloyide of lime should be sprinkled every day. 
The refuse isremoved by the Sanitary Board 
daily. Any irregularity in this.respoct should 
be reported to the Board. Bo 

3. Ceilings, wooden skirting-boards, and lath 
and plaster partitions afford great facilities for 
rat-runs, and it is strongly recommended that 
these should, wherever possible, be dispensed 
with in offices and dwellings on the lower levels 
and the exposed beams or joists Jime-washed or 
painted. Skirtings should be of. cement. 

4, The yard and surtace drains, traps, &o., 
should be fiushed daily with a bucket of clean 
water into which a small quantity of some pre- 
paration of carbolic avid has been added. 

5, All gratings to drain inlets sould be 
securely fastened and Lroken gratings should 
be replaced without delay. Broken drains should 
also be repaired at once. The: interior of all 
ont-houses ani cellars should be lime- washed, 
the lime-wash having added to it carbolio acid 
in the proportion of at least one pint to each 
buoketful. ; 

6. The rooms of the house cuptoards, recesses 
storerooms, cellars, water-clespts. and bath 
rooms and the coolies’ quarters should be regu- 
larly inspectt-d and be kept serupulonsly clean, 
and some preparation of carbolic acid should be 
used in the water for washing the floors of 
these places. 

7, All bedding, mats, cushions, ond clothes 
should be exposed daily to the san and thor- 
oughly aired. “Carpets and matting should be 
wiped over with a cloth damped in water con- 
tainiog a small quanity of carbolic acid. 

8. ‘he windows and shutters in every room 
should be kept open for the best part of the 
day, so as not ‘to exclude the!air and light. 
‘The more a room is exposed to free cnrrents of 
air and to sunlight, the less chance is there of 
it retaining infection. : 

9. In washing the hands, it:is well to use 


carbolic acid sogp, or to add some other dis- 
infectant to the water. 
10. It is advisable to take a bath daily. If 


this is impossible, the body should be spooged 


over frequently, anda bath taken as often as 
possible. 

11. Clothes which cannot be washed at home 
should immediately they come from the washer- - 
man be spread out and exposed {o the sun. Any 
clothes or dresses concorning which {here is the 
alone suspicion should: be similarly dealt 
with. 

12. People living in infected bonuses or dis- 
tricts are strofigly advised to get inoculated 
with Haffkine’s Prophylactic; this will be 
done at the Government Civil Hospital and- 
the Sanitary Board office from 9, a.m. to1U 
a.m., or by any Private Practitioner. 


CHINESE N&W YEAR.

On the 7th inst. being the Chinese New Year's 
Eve, there were the customary festivities 
among the native population of the Colony. 
Cracker- firing played an important part among 
these, the police, as usual, having withdrawn 
the restrictiots temporarily. As in formsr. 
years, tle Fair in Bonham Strand and adjoining 
thoroughfares presented a scene of great 
animation, and was well patronised by Kuro- 
peans on the hnnt for bargains. Business was 
suspended in the city, and was not resumed 
until Tnesday. The Supreme Coort sat in 
Sommary Jurisdiction; in several cases ad- 
journment was made on account of the holidays 
‘Ihe Police reported a comparative absence of 
crime. : 

On the 8th and 9th inst, there were the 
usual rejoiciags amonz the Chinese in 
celebration of the New Year. Tho work of 
clearing the streets of the debris left by the 
cracker-firing had been pretty well completed 
by the Juth inost., and the Chinese portion of 
the city had begun to wear its normal aspect 
The crowds who thronged. the Fair were 
orderly and good-humoured, but some an-- 
noyance was caused by the throwing of bombs 
to the danger of setting fire to ladies’ dresses. 
It is almost impossible to lay hands on the 
offenders, on account of the denseness of the 
crowds; surely common sense might suggest to . 
them that the practice is harmful and 
mischievous. Barly on Saturday morning a 
West River steamer canght fire at the Canton 
wharf in the Harbour and was burned; the 
fire is supposed to have been the result of 
cracker-firing. Work was yesumed generally 
on the 11th inst. - % :

Two outbreaks of fire were reported on the 11th 
by the police. One occurred on the 10th inst, 
in premises situated at 19, Chinesa Street, 
the ground floor of which was used as a fruit 

‘store. It was in this part of the building—a 
three-story ‘one—that the fire originated, and 
all three floors were gutted. The total dama 
does not exceed $1,000, and, in the case of the 
ground figor, is covered by an insurance claim 
for $2,000 on the London and Lancashire In- 
surance Company. The other two floors were | 
not insured. . : : 
‘The second fire broke out in a dwelling-house 
at 37, Abordeen Street, at 9 am. on the 11th 
inst. ‘Che premises were old and were £0 
sandwiched between other and newer buildingsas 
to make it no easy task for1he firemen to prevent 
the flames from spreading. Happily they were 
successful, only the corner verandahs of the 
adjoining honses being-singed ; the house where 
the firo originated, however, was completely 
gutted. The damage amounts to $1,450, and 
is not covered by insurance. In neither case is 
the origin of the outbreak known, but it is 
suspected to be due to cracker-firing. 

At 9 p.m. onthe 11th inst. a coolie bath-house 
near Wanchai (No. 2) Police Station was burned 
to the ground.; The Fire Brigade turned out, 
but their services were not aired. ‘I his 
makes the sixth fire since the beginning of the 
present month, :

THBERE LIVES LOST. 

On Saturday, the 8th inst. at 2.5) a.m. fire 
broke out on board the steam-launch Hongchow | 
as she lay alongside one of the small wharves 
west of the Canton steamer wharf. It 
originated sorsewhere below the deck—oxactly 
where has uc ¢ yet been ascertained—and before 


the arrival of the Fire Brigade and ao floating | 


fire-engine, was in full fore. The flames 
burned fiercely for a couple of hours, by which 
time the incessant streams of water pouring 
into the vessel began to have their effect; very 
soon afterwards they were completely overcome, 
and ihe fireman were enabled to board the 
launch to ascertain the nature and extent of 
the damage. The deck and filtings had been 
totally destroyed, and practically nothing but 
the hull remained. It was believed trat the 
entire crew had escaped, but this impression 
received a rude shock in the finding of the dead 
bodies of three Chinamen—two firemen and 
the cook.

A first draft of the proposed new Tariff has 
been sent by Sir James Mackay to the various 
Chambers of Commerce on the Coast, says the

goods under the old tariff was the “chang” or 
tei Chineso f-et, whereas now it concists of the 
length of the average “ piece.” A rule of three 
sum has therefore to be done by the curious 
reader }):fore he can effect his comparison. As 
far asa cursory examination enables us to judge, 
the increment in piece-goods: generally is con- 
siderable, but in woollens, as distinguished from 
cottons, it is very marked.

UOVERNMENT AND THE FORRIGN ADVISERS, 

Foroign policy in Siam is distinguished by 
the variety of European talent which it has 
placed in the public service. Asif appreciating 
its inability to cope with contending political 
interosis, the government long since decided 
to propitinte Europe by parcolling out to 
foreign holders large favours of patronage. 
Siam professes to wish to be regarded as in the 
modern world-morement abreast of Europo in 
political mauagement: but this provision of 
prop and shield was doubtless regarded in 
inmost native thought as a clever oxpedient 
whoreby, without any Joss of roal authority, 


it might forestall dosigos of conquost, 
Territory has been lost in spite of 
it. Yet the kingdom remains. Livery de- 


partment of the government except one has 
a native chief, In supreme conucils only 
native voices are heard. The one RBuropean 
chief lends his presence to such conferences 
only when specially invited, ant now that he 
is about to withdraw from active service. no 
break is threatened in traditional practices 
in this respect. Financial conditions have | 
been measurably prosperous, and commercial , 
growth makes a fair exhibit. The government | 
varries no delt, and it shows improving 
revenues and prospects. Details in every line. 
of substantial progress have the benolit of 
foreign advice and supervision, while the credit 
of accomplishment accrues to Siam. Were 
Siam strong onough to stand alone the selection 
of supervisors of its estate from Europe, imply- 
ing that it ‘meant tu have the pick of the 
world in its government. might go on to 
advantage indefinitely. But the policy has 
betrayed. native weakuess as well as its 
resources, it has engendered criticism, which 
may pass for jealousy. and not a little 
bitterness. At least one important foreign 
assignment has proved so costly as to have sent 
its beneficiary back to Europe. discredited both 
there and here. Another has been clearly 
managed in a partial interest, and is officially 
condemned by tbe Financial Adviser as 
extravagant and badly managed. The manage- 
ment ofa third is in dispute between Enropean 
holders and aspirants. Danger of farther 
territorial loss is imminent, with no sign that 
Enropean influence will oppose if. The policy 
hastclearly taken too much for granted. It 
may now exact the penalties of over-contidenve, 
The King could not assumo the initiative in 
abandoning it. That course would involve ad- 
justments beyond his individual power, and he 
cannot afford to risk offence. Native councils 
furnish him little help. Everybody bears a blood 
relationship to everybody else, and the meetings 
are too much like family affuirs to conduce to 
harmonious or well directed cnergy. With 
foreigners bickering on one side of him, and his 
betel-mouthed relatives cowed and impotent on 
the other, he may,-well feel that no one can be 
more alone in tho political world than himself. 
‘When the King called to his service a General 
Adviser of tHe governme .t, he thought, that he 
had provided himself, in M. Rolin-J acquemins, 
with a counsellor who could keep Siam clear of 
foreign complications and direct ils legal course 
wisely otherwise. This official lacked nothing 
in academic equipment. He stood high as an 
exponent of international law in Belgiom, 
where thero were only theories to expound. His 
studies, however, had not only madc bim dog- 
matic, but they had impressed him that it was 
the duty of a public official to resist every 
claim upon his government as utterly withont 
merit or value. His counsel along this line 
cost the government its break with France in 
. 1893, by which the. eastern froutier of Siam 
was lost, 3,000,000 francs paid ax the oxpense 
of the French expedition, and the condition 
- created which has ever since left Siam power- 
less to offsot French plans for encroachment, 
which bave of late given cause for Tresh *con- 
cern. When Georgo Murray Campbell, con- 
tractor for a portion of the Royal Siamese 
Railway; found that his work was to be 
supervised and inspec by German railway 
officials, he protested that his contract called 
for no such oversight, and since he could 
not submit to it} ho proposed to sive up 
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the contract if he could not be _ reim- 
bursed for the outlay of about £26.000 on 
account of it for which he had made himself 
responsible. ‘Tho Foreign Adviser declared that 
ho might surrender the contract if he chose. 
but ho could have no rvimbursement. Appeal 
to an European tribunal resulted in »n award of 
£161,000 to Campbell. This penalty, which 
Siam promptly paid, plus the cost of the arbi- 
tration. so affected the national budget for tbe 
current year that unless trade returns may un- 
expectedly favour Siam, expenditures willfor the 
first timo in many years outstrip revenues. The 
Forvign Adviser would give no countenance to 
tho claims of the estate of Dr. M. A. Check, the 
American medicat missionary. whoso timber 
contracts were annulled and whose property 
was seizcd by the Siamese officials in the northern 
province of Chengmai, 1t sas manifestly a 
high-haoded_ and illegal proveeding, but, Dr. 
Cheek had died and, in the official view, there 
seemed no reason to pay heed to the rights of 
his heirs. Even when the claim went to 
arbitration, the Foreign Adviser , seemed 


to think that’ he could blow it away by 
argument, ‘and the Attorney - General, 
whom he deputed to defend it, did not 


thinka defence worth while except by argument. 
The other side had witnesses, and made out a 
case. ‘Shere was absolutely no evidence before 
tho arbitrator except that furnishtd by the 
claimant. By the time of final settlement, 


! Siam will have been muleted for at least £60,000, 


When the decision came in this case. the 
government concluded that a Foreign Adviser 
had become too much of a Juxury, and that it 
woold be money saved torclieve him ofactive duty 
here and keep him on high pension in Enrope. 
Germans have the management of the railways. 
posts. and telegraphs. They manage them in Ger- 
man fasbion and, ox far as possible, in German 
interest. Contracts for railway material have 
naturally been going to Germany. Demand for 
open tenders was pushed before the last letting 
by the British and Amenican Ministers, who 
apparently won their point, after a hard effort. 
The principle of open tender is established, but 
the Germans walked off with the contracts,as the 
managers intended that they should, Now the 
EnglishFinancial Adviser has taken railway man- 
agement under review, and urges the diecontinu- 
ance of the present system. Construction funds 
have heretofore been provided out of revenue. 
The main line in operation, 160 miles long, bas 
costpapproximatoly £1,320,000. Estimates of 
the management place revenues for the current 
fiscal yoar ut £60.00) and expeditures at 
£39,000, The Financial Adviser adds the cost 
of railway police. £7,200, to -expeditures, reduc- 
ing net income to £15,500. or abont one per 
cent. on the outlay. Shonld revenues fall 25 
per cent. short of estimates, us he thinks likely, 
the net income would be wiped out. He urges 
that unless railways can be constructed much 
more cheaply, ard be more economically man- 
aged, it would be preferable for the government 
to find some other means, such as irrigation, for 
the developmept of the country. 
INTERNATIONAL FIYALRIES. 
Controversy over this :ecommendation has 
led io long discussion, not yet ended. The 
railway officials object to the Adviser's total, 
_ because it includes the Campbell award. They 
dispute other items, protesting against chargipg 
| the cost of railway po.ice to expenses, and they 
\ institute comparisons to show that tho line 1s 
the cheapest in the world and that profit from 
operation sbould not be expected in advance of 
the material. development which the railway 
must encourage. Whether in yiew of the 
yovernmont policy of avoiding debt. and pro- 
viding for construction wholly out of- revenues, 
‘bus been wasteful. is a question not to be 
determined off-band, ‘fhe railway depart ment 


' 


was organised with a force able 16 look after. 


a couprehensive sche me of construction. There 
are po dates upon which to judge what might 
have been accomplished had there been a large 
ready supply of funds. A supervising force 
costing annually more than £20,000 might 
have yielded better resulis in tho eight years 
since construction of the present line was 
begun, had the money provision been ample 
for ‘the most expeditions work. Friction 
between the railway management and the 
Financirl Advisor is not lessenetl ut present 
by the refusal of the mavagement to submit 
ifs accounts to him, on the ground that the 


railways constitute an independent branch pf ' 
the service and are not subject to his review. 
Possibly the nationalities of the disputants 
may not influence their official course, but the 
coincidence is to be noted that in the opinion 
of the Financial Adviser, the Germans hare 
managed with as little discretion the posts and , 
telegraphs as they have the railways. with the 
result thut the loss in posts:and telegraphs bas . 
progressed in the last three years from £17,222. 
to £38.305, to $44.354. Heeaysthat although it . 
cannot be expected that such work should , 
done at a profit for some years. the extension 
of the telegraph system witbout regard to its - 
political or commercial advantages is quite in- 
defensible, He thinks o ( ommission should be 
appointed to consider this subject, and anothe 
to investigate railway management, in ordér 
that the Goverumont may nnderstand aod con- 
sider the headlong course that the managers 
have followed in both lines of service. The 
Germans imagine that the Financial Adviser is 
scheming to turn the managem nt of both de- 
partments over to English control. Naturally 
the German Minister takes up the cudgels on 
behalf of his countrymen. ‘The Russian 
Minister, having no compatriots in local 
business or politics, and his chief function | 
seeming to be*to look for trouble for others, + 
sides with the Germans. Enough of ibe 
controversy leaks out {o excite comment aod 
discussion amoug those interested in public 
affairs, the drift of which concerns less the wel- 
fare of Siam than the predominance of English 
or German influence in this government. The 
King wishes to be friendly with both sides’ 
and of course to get the best value for his money’ 
as well. When he visited England, the Mar-: 
quis of Salisbury advised him to cultivate the 
goodwill of both Germany and Russia. Pos- 
sibly neither of them dreamed that the first 
occasion for giving such advice practical effect! 
would be provoled by a controversy whose acri- 
mony is but feebly revealed in official utterance, 
and which may strike at the root of Siamese 
foreign policy. In age “ene to the demands or 
expectations of the French for supervision 
of the public works, the native habit” 
of procrastination seems to have come 
into play. It is doubtless recognised that 
when the French wish anything in Siam, they 
intend to have it. and the lesson of }893. when 
France had Siasn at its feet. proved sufficiently 
that delay is costly. The native notion 
continues persistent. however. that every con- 
cession, especially in the direction of France. 
should“appear to be yielded through strain of 
favour; and that in the face of knowledge that 
demands thereby will not be lessened, and will 
probably increase, national pride will better be 
served by yielding much at the end than a little 
at the keyinniog. Apart from this motive. 
which seems characteristic, the experience of 
Siam with the French has led it to suspect that 
much more may be implied than is expressed in 
formal demands, and that under cover of public 
works. the French may not be content with 
desiyniny graceful archilecture, but that. they 
may wish to vonstrnet roads, to provide a 
seheme of general irrigation aud waterways, 
and perhaps eventually to take over the rail- 
ways, posts and telegraphs, and whatever else 
may appear promising and serviceable to 
themselv:s. However in his heart the King 
may feel foward England and Gormany, it is 
hardly conceivable that he cun attribute to 
either of them designs upon his territory; and 
it ig as little conceivable that he can regard the 
French as his sincere well-wishers. He will 
yield finally, rather than risk a repetition of 
occurrences that can only humiliate him, and 
do it knowing that it must deepen the mire of 
foreign supervision over the affairs of his realm. 
It may be that he thinks that his own security 
can bein no way so well insured as through 
pickings of patronage by which he may hope 
io retain the guaidianship of Europe. Current 
events may justify in his mind the original 
motive that actuated Siam in adopting the 
policy of foreign propitiation. ; 
THB SOURCEFUL KING. “a 
Cumplaisant as the King seeks to appear in 
foreign eyes, reports of his attitude among his 
own exhibit: him in: quite a different light. 
With his native advisers he is } ead, front, and 
autocrat. The so-calJed Legis'ative Council 
whose declared functions reach: to the int of 


the assumption ef supreme power, in the event 
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; royal dead, whereiu his body, afier due season- 
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of the disability of the monarch, is the mouth- 
iece. He created it and wields it-at bis will. | 
oubtless it is useful in suggestion, but ths one 
Roman in it is the King. What others say or 
think must meet his approval to have effect. 
He is omnivorous in respect to the affairs of 
the kingdom, and tries to be well-nigh omnis- 
cient. However estimates of his disposition 
may vary, they agree wholly that his energy is 
tirpless.. The Land of the Effulgent Sun be- 
comes the Land of the Midnight Lamp within 
the walls that screen the royal household. 
Twice, sometimes three times a week, tbe 
King calls together his council. They do not 
meet until nine o'clock at night, and until the 
King shall-have learned from each of them all 
that he wishes to know at once abeut depart- 
ment work they do not separate. Sittings 
-average in length five or six hours, .There 
every phaso of public work and policy comes 
under discussion. Ifa paper, representing the 
best study and research of a department upon a 
given subject, may not suit the liking of the 
King, he may crumple it in his hands and fling 
itin the face of the Minister who presented 
it, as he is said to have done the other day with 
a document submitted from the Department 
of Foreign Affairs. If he has directions to 
give contrary to the advice of his Ministers, he 
does not hesitate, and he expects at ‘the 
succeeding meeting of the council to hear 
that they have been earried out. When with 
the coming ‘day, the Ministers sleep off the 
fatigue of the late session. the King is ont at 
Dusit Park, superintending in person the 
construction of the palace he is building there, 
in order that he may turn over the palace in 
the city, three miles away, to meet the growing 
demand for office room. This is a daily visit, 
which he makes partly for exercise, besides 
attending to the endless ceremonions calls upon 
him. 


HIS AWAKENING, 


There may be sufficient reason for the scant 
respect in which the King holds the official 
household, or for the mastery that he thinks it 
necessary always to assert init. When ho met 
his crowning humiliation with the French in 
1893, he had been sapped by the life to 
which Oriental monarchs may eaxily be lured, 
and which made him nearly a physical 
and mental wreck at 40. The French shock 
cleared his sight, enabling him to see that he 
had lost caste in his little world, as well as in 
the large one. He found the Court expecting 
te have use soon for the jar that holds the 


ing aud draining off. might be prepared for a 
regal funeral pyre. His viow penetrated the 
solfish intrigues of the palace and of the 
departments. He saw as never before the 
iniquities of the Kin Muang, the officials 
eating the provinces. While he had ran with 
his pleasures, an official gorge had Leen in 
progress everywhere. Salaries were but the 
chutney for official curry. The choice lay 
before him, to let his career drift out with this 
‘,nauseous flow or to battle with it. He rose 
‘with the spirit that befits royalty, threw aside 
his personal follies, when strength and health 
and vigour returned to enable him to carry. the 
responsibilities and dignities of his station. 
Since then he has been King in fact, and the 
course Siam has so far safely steered between 
foreign intricacies on one side and domestic 
intrigue on the other has been due to his 
patience, skill and zeal in her behalf, 


In forwarding to England particulars of the

THE IMPER'AL A‘) IENCE, 

The Diplomatic Corps, at one o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, had their first audience with the 
Emperor since his return from Hsian. ‘The day 
was a perfect one and mild as Spring, and the 
streets were crowded with people gathered to 
view the brilliant cartége. There were about a 
hundred chairs in line and the display of gold 
and silyer lace was most gorgeous. ‘The 
Foreign Office sent an escort to each Legation 
to conduct the Minister and his staff to the 
Palace entrance and each Legation Guard also 
detailed mounted soldiers as a guard of honour 
The entrance to the Forbidden City was made 
through the East Gato and the road thence to 
the corresponding gate of the Imperial City 
was guarded by files of Chinese soldiers and 
police. No soldiers were allowed to enter the 
Forbidden City and all mafoos were compelled 
to dismount at the gate and lead their horses. 
After passing through several courts the chairs, 
except those of the Min‘sters and Chargés 
d' Affaires, were put down in the court of the 
Imperial Stud. The chiefs of the Legations 
were curried to the Ching-yiin Gate, where they- 
exchanged their own chairs for small open 
palace chairs each borne by two men, in which 
they were carried to the foot of the steps 
leading through the Chien Ch'ing Gate. 
Here they were met by members of the Foreign 
Board who escorted them to the Imperial 
Study, which had been put in thorough repair 
and was furnished with a number of gerd 
loaded with refreshments. A pleasant half | 
hobr was spent in couversati-n, when all were 
summoned to the Chien Ch'ing Throne Hall 


for the andience. Her Imperial Majesty 
the Empress Dowager was seated upon 
the Throne behind a table on which lay 


usceptre and several pots of chrysantbemums. 
A large number of high officials stood in 
line on cither side of the Throne and, 
oz a low dais in front of it and raised net 
more than eight inches abovo the floor, sit the 
young Emperor in a chair cov ered with a sable 
robe, Before him was placed a table covered 
with yellow silk trimmed in black. His 
Majesty still looks feehle, but is said by those 
who have seen him before to appear stronger 
than formerly. The Empress Dowager though 
somewhat thin in face looked otherwise guite 
rugged. Each Minister made the customary 
three bows as he entered and the whole Corps 
was arranged in three ranks. H.E. Baron 
Czikan, Dean of the Diplomatic Body. read the 
following brief address in French. which was 
translated by M. Morisse of the French Lega- 
tion in Chinese. 

THE DOYEN'S Al DRESS. 


The Doyen of the Diptomatic Corps on 
behalf of the Representatives of the Powers at 
Peking, repectfully presents chis address to 
Your Majesty, wishing Your Majesty peace 
Inasmuch as the serious tronifles of last year 
compelled the Court to take flight {o the West 
and greatly disturbed the relations between our 
Governments and China. we have been for more 
than a year in conference with the Plenipoten- 
tiaries appointed by Your Majesty, and, after 
so long a time, fortunately peace has been 
restored. On the 7th of September last the 
Protocol agreed upon was signed, and the long 
standing friendly relations between our 
Governments and China have been happily 
restored as of old to the mutual satisfaction of 
us all. With the signing of this Protocol we 
are able to establish our relations upon. a 
new foundation, and have reason to hope that 
by a faithful observance of the terms of this 
new sgreement the intercourse between our 
countries will daily grow more intimate. 

In Your Majesty's return and in the grant- 
ing of this audience, we, the Ministers of. the 
various Powers, are happy to sea a complete 
settlement (of the troubles) and a proof of Your 
Majesty’s desire to improve international 
relations and perpetuate good feeling. I» this 
happy desire the Emperors, Kings and Presi- 
dents of our various countries heartily join, as 
wo their Ministers standing before Yonr 
Majesty's Throne may venture to assure Your 
Majesty.

Rising, he read the Chinese which was trans- 
lated by sentence inlo French by H.B. Lien- 
fang of the Foreign Office. The reply was as 
follows :— 

HIS MAJESTY'S ADDRESS. 

The united address presented to us by Your 
Excellencies, expressing such kind sentiments, 
has given us great pleasure. When the trouble 
of last year, stirred up-by the “ Boxers,” com- 
pelled us suddenly to take our departure, we 
especially appointed a Pringe, and a high min- 
ister, as Plenipotentiaries, whom we commanded 
to return to Peking to negotiate and settle a 
‘Treaty. That our temples and altars are 
restored to peace and our. people saved from 
suffering is certainly due te the very friendly 
feeling entertained by the Emperors, Kings 
and Presidents of your countries as well as to 
the efforts made by Yonr ‘Excellencies in our 
behalf. The rejoicing in China and abroad 
over the return of our Court will ba over grate- 
fally remombered and is another source of 
pleasure and satisfaction. We heartily concur 
in the sentiments expressed by Your Excel- 
lencies that henceforth we ‘should together by 
manifestations of sincerity ane justice seek to 
promote mutual confidence, and by conducting 
our international intercourse in a harmonious 
manner, secure the peace of the whole world. 

It is to be remarked that the use of the Man- 
chu language has been entirely dispensed with, 
but the andience is especially noteworthy as 
being the first in which the Empress Dowager 
has openly occupied the Throne. At the con- 
clusion of the rezponsa the Ministers dnd 
Chargés were one by one presented to His 
Majesty. the Emperor, tnd afterwards to the 
Empress Dowager.

MOK KWAN SHEK v. THE Foo KAT CHEONG. 
His Lordship delivered judgment as follows : 
—In this case the plaintiff claims $1,236 
as to $1.150 for money deposited in two 
sums of $500 and 2650 and as to 886, being the 
price- of two tins of biscuit received by the 
defendant firm on behalf of. the plaintiff. ‘The 
defendant tirm deny that these two sums were 
deposited or that they received tho price of the 
biscnits, ani stata thit sach transactions 
(if any) were private transactions between the 
plaintiff and one Mao Tai, a former accountant 
ane defendant tirm who died on May 28th, 
900. 
of $3 0 was deposits by the plaintiff as a sort of 
‘cover for goods supplied to customers introduc- 
ad by the plaintiff, but they-state that this was 
all repaid and that actually the plaintiff is 
indebted to them in some small sum not exceed- 
ing $50. I have thought it better to give a 
written judgment, not on account of the 
importance of the case, but because the evidence 
was very voluminoas and the exhibts very 
numerous; and I thought I could better con- 
dense ov paper than try to carry it alliu my 
head. In support of his claim the plaintiff 
produces a receipt (exhibit 1) and two letters 
(exhibits 2 and 7) all attached to folio 10 on the 
file. The defendant firm dispute exhibit 1 and 
admit exhibits 2 and 7, but:tate that they refer 
to the said deposit of $300. The plaintiff de- 
nies the deposit of S300 but states that he 
got a friund to advance that sum, but for what 
purpose does not appear.

He 
also denies getting xpecitic sums of SI) 
and &1.609 from Man Tai to pay Ching 
Kok Tai and Lam Wai Nam for goods 
supplied to plaintiff. Lam Wai Nam is, how- 
ever, afterwards called as a witness and states 
that plaintiff did receive $1.60 from Man Tai to 
pay him for shoes. ‘Jhe plaintiff also denies 
having offered to withdraw this sction on terms, 
though a witness is afterwards called to speak 
to this offer. A man namid Mak Shni (the 
plaintiff's friend) states that ho lent 83v0 to the 
defendaut firm but received no receipt. On 
bebalf of the defendant firm one Mok Man 
Cheung was produced as an expert in Chinese 
writing. His evidence was not by any means 
conclusive. but was evidently given with 
great fairness, and was on the whole 
against the plaintiff. For instanco, he thinks 
the signatures on exhibits 5 and S are in the 
same writing, though there may be some varia- 
tions in other characters.

AN IMPROVEMENT IN THE COURSE. 

At the annaal general meeting of the Hony- 
kung Jockey Clab on the 5th October, one of. 
the-questions cdliscu: sed was the situation of the 
three-uarter-mile starting-p:st. As everyone 
who has attended tae Races kuows, the start 
here was all on the turn, and it was just about 
as bad a place for a starting-post as could be 
found; in fact, it was almost impossible to get a 
fait start there, to yuote the opinion expressed 
some months ago by a writer in these columas. 
A suggestion was made that the Race Club 
should take in a stretch of ground parallel with 
the road running bebind the pavilion of the 
Football Clab, so as to give a straight start for 
the three- quarter-mile races. In taking in this 
bit of round it was pointed out that no one’s 
rights wonld be interfered with, and ‘that. all 
the Race Club would have to do was to level a 
track from the dressing-shed of the Football 
Club to join the course. This has now been 
done, and the ground made ready for the Races 
on the 19th inst.. so that every horse will have 
a chance, and the yreat advantage formerly 
secnred from the inside position will be 
eliminated. The new starting-post will not 
interfere with the view of spectators. as every- 
thing can easily be seen from the stand. The 
start for the half-milo races is still “round the 
corner.” but it is feared that it will have to 
remain so, it being impossible to make a 
straight half-mile track snch ag is seen on 
many other racecourses.
